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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Appeal Brief & Supplemental Appeal Brief filed by 
Applicant on 08/04/2009 and 09/24/2009, respectively have been 
entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

2. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 03/12/02 have 
been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 26-39 and 41-46 under 35 

U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nielsen, U.S. Patent No. 
4,169,736 (hereinafter "Nielsen") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 26-46 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Nielson. Nielsen teaches an improving additive for 
cement and related masses based on an inorganic binder (e.g., 
lime) comprising an alkali extract of lingo-cellulosic 
materials , the extract being modified with a fatty acid or an 
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oily ester. See Nielsen, Abstract; col. 1, line 62 through col. 

2, line 2. The alkali extract modified with fatty acid has 
varying amounts as additives to the cement or lime grout. See 
Nielsen, col. 2, line 30-68. Nielsen also teaches the addition 
of a synthetic binder such as a polyacrylate . See Nielsen, col. 

3, lines 50-68. The Examiner concurs with Applicant's argument 
that Nielson does not teach monovalent cation salt of carboxylic 
acid as expressed in the claimed invention

has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Nielsen to render the present invention anticipated or obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art.
